WASHINGTON (AP) — President Carter 
today sent to Congress his 831.2-billion jobs 
and tax-cut program featuring a $50 tax 
rebate for most Americans. He declared 
that the two-year proposal “will set the 
stage for substantial growth in the years 
ahead.” 
The program embodies his campaign 
pledge to try to put new zip in the economy 
by cutting unemployment while fending off 
inflation. 
The tax rebate and reduction portions would 
put $11.4 billion into taxpayers’ hands this 
year and would save individuals and 
business another $10.6 billion over the next 
two years. 


The jobs part of his two-year program 
includes $4 billion for additional emergency 
public works, another 415,000 public service 
jobs, and various training programs in­ 
cluding ones targeted at youth and Vietnam 
war veterans. 
Carter said in a statement that “our 
program 
only 
promises 
what can 
realistically be done. ’ ’ 
In an apparent allusion to calls from 
organized labor and other groups for more 
spending for jobs, Carter said, “We are 
proposing major expansions of existing 
programs within a short period of time. To 
force more money, faster, into the system 
would risk poor administration.” 


He said he was guided by five principles 
in creating the program: Continuity and 
consistency; speed; fairness; effectiveness, 
and limitation on permanent budget cost. 
“Because we wanted to target the 
benefits of this program to those most in 
need,” he said, “ the bulk of the reduction in 
personal income taxes will go to lower and 
middle-income taxpayers." 
He said the program, together with 
previously anticipated economic growth, 
should reduce unemployment by almost one 
million persons by the end of 1977, with 
further significant reductions in 1978. There 
are now 7.5 million Americans out of work.

Strict orders for cutbacks in fuel con 
sumption kept millions of workers and 
students at home today in the frigid East 
and Midwest but also helped guarantee that 
their home* will stay warm 
The Federal Power Commission said that 
because at least 11 states made pi are to 
dose businesses and schools to save fuel, 
and four major natural gas pipeline 
systems reported slight increase* in sup 
plies Sunday, the threat of interrupted gas 
service to homes had receded 
But more than 1.5 million people were out 
of work — one million of these in Ohio — and 
thousands at schools were closed becaiaie at 
the strain on fuel supplies, especially 
natural gas, during this winter's wicked 
cold spells. 
In Buffalo, N.Y., hardest-hit city In the 
nation, at least seven persons were found 


dead in cars stalled in snowdrifts Fifty nine 
persons were arraigned Sunday on charges 
connected with looting stores during the 
paralyzing storm 
In mast areas, the forecast called for at 
least two more days of very cold weather, 
perhaps a few degrees warmer than during 
the weekend 
Both 
houses of Congress scheduled 
sessions today on an emergency natural gas 
bill proposed by the White House The bill 
would enable President Carter to order gas 
transferred from one pipeline company to 
another to get it to the most desperate 
areas 
Senate leaders said a vote was possible 
today and likely by Tuesday unless at­ 
tempts to amend the bill slow it down The 
House Commerce Committee planned to 
work on the bill today so it could be ready 
for floor action Tuesday. 


Carter traveled Sunday to Pittsburgh to 
lour a turbine plant that was partially shut 
down by the cold and the fuel shortage 
"I don’t think there's any doubt that there 
is a natural gas shortage in this area,” the 
President said. “But nationwide, if we could 
distribute the gas to exactly where it was 
needed, we would probably have enough."

Can you imagine President Carter being all things to all 
people in this diverse land? Can anybody pilot the United 
States on a course that will content the farmers in the 
Midwest, the steelworkers in Pittsburgh, the lumbermen 
of the Northwest, the financiers and international 
operators of New York, Chicago, Atlanta, Detroit, 
Houston and San Francisco?

Nixon's Tax Audit Was Blocked 
Via Watergate Tactics in 1974

WASHINGTON -- The story can 
now be told how the White 
House, even after the Watergate 
coverup had been fully exposed, 
continued to use Watergate tac­ 
tics in an attempt to block a 1974 
audit of Richard Nixon’s tax 
returns. 
Despite the White House inter­ 
vention, the Internal Revenue 
Service went ahead with the 
audit. But the charges against 
Nixon were strangely limited to 
simple negligence. A fraud 
penalty not only would have 
forced him out of office months 
earlier but would have cost him 
an extra $148,060.97 in back 
taxes. 
Outgoing Internal Revenue 
Commissioner Donald Alex­ 
ander acknowledged that the 
White House pressured him in 
1974 to quash the Nixon tax 
audit He was joined by then* 
Treasury Secy. George Shultz in 
resisting the White House pres­ 
sure, Alexander told us. 
We checked with Shultz, who 
confirmed Alexander’s account. 
“We all walked to do the right 
thing,” Shultz recalled. Neither 
would discuss the details of the 
White House intervention. Alex­ 
ander said only that he expected 
to be fired for refusing to stop the 
audit. Both agreed that the polit­ 
ical pressure ended when 
Gerala Ford became pijpidenj 


A year earlier, the Internal 
Revenue Service delicately 
audited Nixon's tax returns and 
found them to be in perfect 
order. But press exposes and a 
congressional investigation per­ 
suaded the IRS to conduct a sec­ 
ond audit in 1974. 
This revealed that Nixon had 
deeded one-third of his vice 
presidential papers, developed 
at the taxpayers’ expense, back 
to the taxpayers. In return for 
this gift, he claimed a $576,000 
tax deduction. 
There was one hitch; the law 
permitting tax deductions for 
personal paprs had enured. 
But White House aide Edward 
Morgan got around this obstacle 
by illegally backdating the gift. 
It was a clear case of fraud, 
which normally would have 
been brought against the errant 
taxpayer. But Taxpayer Nixon 
claimed he was unaware of the 
backdating. 
The two attorneys who pre­ 
pared the fraudulent returns. 
Herbert Kalmbach and Frank 
DeMarco, swore they explained 
the tax figures carefully to Nix­ 
on. They spent about 30 minutes 
on April 10,1970, going over the 
returns with him. Nixon 
carefully checked each page 
before signing the forms, they 
testified. For that matter, he had 
started out his law career as a 


tax attorney. 
Nixon's tax documents also 
show that he took a personal in­ 
terest in claiming every possible 
deduction. He contended, ac­ 
cording to the documents, that 
“a public man does veiy little of 
a personal nature.” Therefore, 
he instructed his aides to count 
all entertainment and gifts as 
“business” deductions. 
But the fraud charges were 
brought against the unfortunate 
Morgan, who pleaded guilty. 
Nixon was merely nailed for 
negligence. He paid an assess­ 
ment of $2B4,706.16 for back 
taxes for the years 1970 to 71 and 
1971 to 72. The IRS informed 
him that he also owed another 
$148,080.97 in back taxes for 1969. 
But the 1969 assessment didn’t 
really have to be paid because 
the statute f limitations had run 
out. 
On April 3, 1974, Nixon 
solemnly promised to pay up all 
his back taxes, including the 1969 
bill. Yet he still hasn’t paid the 
$148,080.97. If he had been found 
guilty of fraud, the statute of 
limitations would no longer ap­ 
ply, and he couldn’t avoid paying 
the full $148,080.97. 
Inside sources tell us that the 
former president should haVe 
been charged with fraud. They 
suspect the White House pres­ 
sure, though it failed to block the 
tax audit, may have led to 
downgrading the fraud charge. 
Both Alexander and Shultz in­ 
sisted, however, that they 
resisted all White House political 
pressure. 
They conceded that the Nixon 
audit was only one of many 
cases in which the White House 
tried to meddle. In 1973, for ex­ 
ample, the White House quietly 
protested an IRS decision to ex­ 
amine political committees. 
There was a similar howl from 
the White House when the IRS 
decided to tax political parties. 
M l 


also tried to use the Bureau of 
Alcohol. Tobacco and Firearms 
for political purposes. The 
bureau, once part of the IRS. 
became a separate entity under 
Nixon. The former president

Jimmy Carter poaches some 
soft eggs and hard politics with 
I,abor Chiefs 
WASHINGTON- 
It 
was 
exactly 8 a.m. Wednesday in the 
Oval Office when President 
Carter offered his two un­ 
comfortable guests some sweet 
political porridge along with 
orange juice, melon, poached 
eggs and bacon, toast and 
coffee, served up by the White 
House “Navy Mess.” 
Surprisingly, Jimmy Carter’s 
guests were the AFLrCIO’s 82- 
year-old prexy George Meany 
and the 54-year-old secretary- 
treasurer, Lane Kirland. The 
younger man, once a youngest of 
sea captains, came with the air 
of an heir apparent, ap­ 
prenticing at power. 
For weeks now Lane had been 
clobbering 
the 
President, 
playing hard cop to Meany's soft 
cop. That morning they had 
come pubiiciy at Jimmy’s in­ 
vitation to show the flag, make 
peace and join forces. 
The three men ate and spoke 
for a full hour - all alone - ill-at- 
ease most of the time. The new 
President downed with his eggs 
the resentment over the political 
muscling he had been getting 
from Kirkland since early last 
December. 
Mr. Carter has done his 
homework. 
He 
knows 
that 
virtually all insiders agree Lane 
will succeed Meany - probably 
during the next national AFL- 
CIO convention in December. 
So the younger man opposite 
him that morning will he big 
labor's spokesman for some of 
the years of this administration. 
Kirkland is tough. He has a 
distaste for the press. Doesn’t 
hesitate to say so publicly. He 
has not liked the President. 
Hasn't hesitated to say so 
publicly. The crisis began after 
Kirkland conferred for some two 
hours with Jimmy Carter last 
Dec. 17 in Plains. Insiders say he 
went 
“ heavy” 
with 
the 
President-elect. That was when 
the eyeballing developed over 
the Secretary of Labor spot for 
John Dunlop and the Defense 
slot for Jim Schlesinger. Labor 
pouted out oq both pitches. 
Then on Jan. 12, replacing the 
flu-bugged Meany as the key 
speaker before the Jewish Labor 
Committee 
in 
New 
York’s 
Waldorf Astoria, Kirkland hit 
hard.

“The bold words of last fall,” 
said Kirkland, 
referring to 
Jimmy Carter’s campaign 
promises, “have given way to 
hesitant, timid programs. The 
pledges to put America back to 
work 
are 
being 
revised, 
rethought, 
reconsidered 
and 
retailored.” 
Kirkland, long considered the 
AFLrCIO’s left-of-center house 
intellectual, and ^A1 Barkan, 
director 
of 
the 
AFL-CIO’s 
political machine, COPE, are 
the house hawks on President 
Carter. Barkan, who attempted 
for months to stop Jimmy 
Cartel1, once referred to the 
Democratic party’s presidential 
nomination 
as 
C arter’s 
“coronation.” 
Kirkland’s late-night speech, 
which went unreported except in 
this column, came two days 
aft«- a double-barreled Jan. 10 
assault on Jimmy Carter. That 
morning Op AFL-CIO special 


legislative committee blasted 
the 
incoming 
President’s 
economic policies. 
That af­ 
ternoon the labor chiefs sat with 
top industrialists. They were 
guided by Harvard Prof. John 
Dunlop, who had angrily vowed 
to quit Washington for good after 
he was but down by Mr Carter. 
There was general labor and 
industry criticism 
of the ad­ 
ministration’s new economic 
proposals. 
For example, this shadow 
consensus-seeking cabinet of 
industry and labor’s most in­ 
fluential executives 
includes 
Heath Larry, vice chairman of 
U.S. 
Steel. 
Today 
this 
prestigious man doubles as 
chairman of the board of the 
National 
Association 
of 
Manufacturers. On Jan. 11, his 
colleague Douglas Kenna. NAM 
president,* called Mr. Carter's 
program “a losing economic 
strategy." It would lead to 
“stagflation.” he added. Thus 
Jimmy Carter found himself hit 
on two fronts. Furthermore, on 
Jan. 17, Meany went across 
Lafayette Park to say goodbye - 
privately for 40 minutes - to 
Jerry Ford in the same Oval 
Office where nine days later he 
was to breakfast with the brand 
new President. 
Thus Mr. Carter had gotten 
the hard cop-soft cop treatment 
from the master politician and 
his apprentice. 
During the final days of this 
swift-moving 
st r a t egy. 
Secretary of Labor Ray Mar­ 
shall advised the President to 
cool the feud. Marshall lunched 
with the AFL-CIO's Executive 
Council last Wednesday (Jan. 
19), and made plans to join 
labor's high command at its late 
February Bal Harbour (Fla.) 
session. Then came the peace­ 
making. 
On Friday, Jan. 21, Meany, 
who had not attended the 
inauguration, went partying at 
the While House. There, with TV 
network cameras on him, the 
‘elder 
statesm an” 
patted 
Jimmy Carter on the shoulder. 
They spoke a few friendly 
words. 
Then on Monday, some of 
Meany's executive staff spent 
almost a full day working on 
their lobbyist Andy Biemiller’s 
opening statement before the 
House 
Budget 
Committee 
session which was to be 
presented on Tuesday. Though 
Kirkland had said a fortnight 
earlier that the Carter camp had 
ignored 
labor’s 
economic 
program, 
Biemiller testified 
that Mr. Carter, in effect, had 
solicited its views. Biemiller 
denied that there was any 
“break” between labor and the 
President. 
Since the previous week Meany 
publicly and 
privately had 
switched tactics. Suddenly Mr. 
Carter no longer was unpopular 
in the House of Labor. Politico 
A1 Barkan eased down his 
decibels when he spoke of what 
labor had done for Jimmy 
Carter and the ingratitude of it 
all. 
And on Wednesday morning, 
the trio made peace. There are 
those who say President Carter 
got 
pressured and learned 
early and quickly. There are 
others who say, just wait and 
see. A week does not an ad­ 
ministration make.

Nobody of right mind wants rain on an inaugural 
parade, but — 
Let's fact it. Something is seriously out of whack in this 
country, and it has nothing to do with the arrival in 
Washington erf Jimmy Carter as President. 
It is doubtful if the chasm in communication between 
the governed and their Government has ever been wider. 
Mr. Carter’s avowed hope is to close the gap, to be a 
President of the people in the manner of Andrew 
Jackson. But the America of 1977 is not the America of 
the 1830s, and the new President’s goal of maintaining a 
common touch with the rest of us is handicapped by 
awesome odds against attainment. 
And there are those who wonder whether trying to 
govern from a common denominator may be the best 
thing that could happen to the U.S. in today’s world, 
anyway. 
The United States of America is now the largest, most 
* complex and intricate business anywhere. What it needs 
is a chief executive officer of heroic proportions, one who 
knows what he is doing for the good of the enterprise and 
is not overly swayed by the complaints and concerns of 
individual stockholders. 
Can you imagine President Carter being all things to all 
people in this diverse land? Can anybody pilot the United 
States on a course that will content the farmers in the 
Midwest, the steelworkers in Pittsburgh, the lumbermen 
of the Northwest, the financiers and international 
operators of New York, Chicago, Atlanta, Detroit, 
Houston and San Francisco? 
The successful road into the future has to be charted on 
a common course, and that means nobody will be 
Completely satisfied. 
Mr. Carter sincerely wants to keep in touch with all of 
Us. He has made the point over and over, but it is going to 
take more than sincerity to attain his objective. 
The enforced detachment of the Presidency is now a 
fixture of American political life. Try as he might, no 
Chief Executive can keep in intimate contact with the 
people any more. 
Take, for example, the importance of the President’s 
own safety and well-being. Like it or not, he is 
surrounded by the Secret Service, which is there to 
protect him from malcontents or worse. The protection 
has to be complete to be effective — and in so being it has 
a tendency to quarantine any President form contact 
with the public lie serves. 
Then there is the White House staff, an essential 
ingredient to orderly Government. It does, and must, 
filter communications with the Oval Office. No President 
could get anything done if everybody and anybody had 
access to his door and telephone. Still, the filtering 
process is one more barrier between the President and 
the people. 
Beyond that is the jungle of departments, agencies and 
bureaus, in the day-by-day life of private business, these. 
* not the white House, are the lines of communication with 
’the* Federal Government. Individual enterprises can rise 
or fall on the ruling of somebody in an office at the end of 
a bureau cooridor in downtown Washington, and the 
Wliite House may never hear of it. 
Jimmy Carter’s avowed intention is to keep in touch, to 
know what men and women in the countryside, towns and 
cities of America are saying, and to reflect their whims 
and desires, their likes and dislikes. 
To know what America is thinking, and feeling, and 
wanting, is an admirable goal. To bring such helter- 
skelter grievances and yearnings together into a com­ 
mon, cohesive national policy is something else. 
Everybody, or certainly nearly everybody, wishes the 
new President well in his announced purpose of being 
closely acquainted with the aspirations and disap­ 
pointments of all Americans. It is going to take a lot of 
doing and he will need all the help he can get to combat 
the loneliness of his office.

PH ILA D ELPH IA (A P) — Dick Stockton acted like he could not 
understand what a ll the excitement was about, why everyone was 
treating him as if he had just found a new supply of natural gas. 
The 25-year-old Stockton shocked a crowd of 14,571 with a 3-6,64, 
3-6, 6-1,6-2 triumph Sunday over Jim m y Connors, the world’s top- 
ranked tennis player. 
But Stockton treated it nonchalantly, even though he had not 
beaten Connors since they were juniors in 1969. And then, according 
to Connors, Jim m y was just 5-feet4 and 96 pounds. 
H ie upset should not have been that surprising. It completed the 
elim ination of the top 10 seeded players, who fell like bowling pins all 
week. 
Connors had not lost more than three games in any set in ad­ 
vancing to the final with victories over Buster Mot tram , Wojtek 
Fibak, Tony Roche and C liff Drysdale. 
He had enveloped himself in an aura of invincibility. 
“ People seem to have the opinion that it’s Connors and then 
everybody else,” said Stockton after picking up his $40,000 check as 
winner of the $200,000 U.S. Pro Indoor Tennis Championships. 
“ Sure, he’s No. 1 in the world,” said Stockton. “ But there area lot 
of players capable of beating Mm. Americans like m yself who grew 
up with him are not awed by Mm and can beat him.

“ Each company can say what it wants,” Soviet spokesman Allan 
Staradub said when asked about NBC’s announcement Sunday. 
“ NBC did not receive the rights.” 
Told that NBC was unequivocal in its announcement, Staradub 
said: “ Remember the Satra Corporation? They only signed a 
protocol.” 
He was referring to the New York-based trading company which 
announced Dec. 22 it had provisionally been awarded the television 
rights. 
NBC+TV President Robert Howard and the two vice presidents 
with him could not immediately be reached for comment. They 
reportedly were meeting with Sergei Lapin, head of Soviet 
television. 
Meanwhile, an ABC delegation, headed by Vice President of 
Sports ftoone Arledge, arrived in Moscow Sunday night, just as NBC 
was making its announcement. The ABC group, caught off guard by 
the N BC statement, was scheduled to meet with Soviet Olym pic offi­ 
cials later today. 
NBC, while refusing to reveal terms, said it had reached a solid 
agreement with the Soviets and contracts would be signed “ shor­ 
tly.” It was learned that NBC expected the signing to take place 
Tuesday. 
But Staradub said a signing was not likely so soon. “ Any final 
contract has to be approved in advance by the International Olympic 
Committee,” he explained. That would take more time, he said. 
Some have speculated that the Soviets could get as much as $100 
m illion for the U.S. TV rights, four times as much as ABC paid for 
the M ontreal games last year.

Sick brother 
in Russia

DEAR DR. LAMB - I 
received a letter from my 
brother, age 68, who lives in 
the Soviet Union. He was 
hospitalised for 35 days in an 
emergency hospital. It was 
determined that he had lung 
trouble in his right lung. It 
was filling with fluid which 
was removed. He was sent 
home and stayed in bed for 10 
days and then went back to 
work as a teacher. 
He continues to have pain in 
his right side. When he comes 
home from school he goes 
straight to bed. It was 
diagnosed as "wet plevrite.” 
He was told the only cure was 
medicine which is available in 
the United States. 
My family doctor gave me a 
prescription for isoniazid. 
Since it is not permitted to 
send medicine to the Soviet 
Union, I found a friend who is 
going for a visit there and will 
deliver it for me. 
What is the cause and what 
is the cure? There has never 
been this type of illness in our 
family. My father died at the 
age of 90 ahd my uncle is still 
living in the old country at the 
age of 88. I ’d appreciate it if 
you would answer my ques­ 
tion as I am very concerned 
about my brother. 
DEAR READER - The 
term "wet plevrite” is not 
used in this country, but I 
assume from your description 
it must be wet pleurisy. This 
means an accumulation of 
fluid in the chest cavity sur­ 
rounding the right lung. Fluid 
in that location or on the left 
side can be withdrawn with a 
needle which I presume is 
what you mean by being pull­ 
ed out. 
Fluid in the cheat cavity 
may be caused by many 
different disorders including 
heart disease and even cancer 
of the lung. It can be 
associated with pleurisy 
—inflammation of the linings 


of the lung and chest cavity. 
The cause in some instances is 
never established. 
Isoniazid is used to treat 
tuberculosis. I do not recom­ 
mend taking it without close 
supervision of a doctor. It 
won’t cure anything but tuber­ 
culosis and that could be the 
cause of your brother’s il­ 
lness. If so, he would again 
need careful supervision, not 
onlv for the isoniazid treat­ 
ment but also of his progress 
in overcoming the disease. My 
guess is that your brother 
does not have tuberculosis. If 
he did I am sure the doctors in 
the Soviet Union would have 
treated him quite differently. 
The soreness is no doubt 
from the pleurisy reaction and 
pleuritic pain is associated 
with muscle spasms involving 
the small muscles between 
the ribs. Binding the chest 
sometimes gives relief by 
preventing movement of the 
muscles. Heat applications 
may also help. Tiie proper 
treatment, however, depends 
entirely upon what the un­ 
derlying cause of fluid in the 
chest really is. 
I am skeptical that there 
are any medicines we have 
here that are not available in 
the Soviet Union. Remember, 
the Soviet doctors can get 
medical information and 
medicines from most coun­ 
tries in the world and we have 
a fairly free flow of medical 
information worldwide. 
To give you a better idea of 
how the lungs work I am sen­ 
ding you The Health Letter 
number 2-4, Keeping Your 
Lungs Fit.

This in considerable measure is the reason we are today 
even more dangerously dependent on oil from the petroleum 
monopoly than at the time of the worldwide boycott — and 
why, energywise, we are living on borrowed time.

Never 
mind that coal producers said that practical production 
problems and high costs would make shale and liquefaction at 
competitive rates a long time in coming. 
The scientists too, in their enthusiasm for coal, have only 
recently begun to consider just how great may be the en­ 
vironmental problems associated with a major increase in 
coal output — and the costs involved in ameliorating damage 
to Jie environment in large-scale strip mining. 
Today also, the scientists are beginning to find unexpected 
problems associated with all other major roads to greater 
energy self-sufficiency — whether it be nuclear fission or fu­ 
sion, breeder or non breeder, geothermal, solar. All, including 
solar power, may create unwanted changes in the environ­ 
ment, the scientists now say. 
It now appears we may well run seriously short of energy 
worldwide before we solve the social-environmental and com­ 
mercial problems necessary to expand alternate sources, such 
as coal, and to develop new sources, such as breeder reactors 
and solar energy, on a scale sufficiently large to meet our 
energy needs. 
In the long run, the problems undoubtedly can be solved, 
though at considerably higher cost than energy today . But the 
social, environmental, political and engineering adjustments, 
and the consequent delays, will mean that sometime in the in­ 
terim period — that is, in the next 30 to 40 years — there may 
be a most serious energy shortage worldwide. 
The only way to make ends meet, a growing number of 
scientists now say, will be through the rapid development and 
adoption of much more efficient means of using energy, and 
adjusting our needs so that we don’t increase our energy re­ 
quirements at the fast pace of the recent past. 
Yet just a year ago, a prominent government engineer was 
all but laughed off the platform by the chairman at a major 
scientific meeting for suggesting just this approach. 
The problem here, as in economics, is that the scientists too 
often live in a world of their own. The politicans also. And the 
producers. And those working on environmental protection. 
Each develops a program to protect or promote what their 
particular group believes in, independent of the others. The 
programs don’t mesh. The groups end up in conflict. 
l i e truth is, of course, we need in government, and in 
private society, more teams which include a variety of 
legitimate interests, teams that will work together to develop 
programs all of us can live with.

DEAR DR. LAMB - I 
received a letter from my 
brother, age 62. who lives in 
the Soviet Union. He was 
hospitalized for 35 days in an 
emergency hospital. It was 
determined that he had lung 
trouble in his right lung It 
was filling with fluid which 
was removed. He was sent 
home and stayed in bed for 10 
days and then went back to 
work as a teacher. 
He continues to have pain in 
his right side. When he comes 
home from school he goes 
s tra ig h t to bed 
It w as 
diagnosed as “ wet plevrite " 
He was told the only cure was 
medicine which is available in 
the United States 
My family doctor gave me a 
prescription for 
tsoniazid 
Since it is not perm itted to 
send medicine to the Soviet 
Union. I found a friend who is 
going for a visit there and will 
deliver it for me 
What is the cause and what 
is the cure’’ There has never 
been this type of illness in our 
family. My father died at the 
age of 90 and my uncle is still 
living in the old country at the 
age of 88 I’d appreciate it if 
you would answer my ques­ 
tion as I am very concerned 
about my brother. 
DEAR REA D ER - The 
term “ wet plevrite" is not 
used in this country, but I 
assume from your description 
it must be wet pleurisy This 
means an accumulation of 
fluid in the chest cavity sur­ 
rounding the right lung Fluid 
in that location or on the left 
side can be withdrawn with a 
needle which I presume is 
what you mean by being pull­ 
ed out 
Fluid in the chest cavity 
m ay be caused by m any 
different disorders including 
heart disease and even cancer 
of th e lu n g . It c a n be 
a ss o c ia te d w ith p le u risy 
—inflammation of the lining* 


of the lung and chest cavity 
The cause in some instances is 
never established. 
Isoniazid is used to treat 
tuberculosis. I do not recom ­ 
mend taking it without close 
supervision of a doctor. It 
won’t cure anything but tuber­ 
culosis and that could be the 
cause of your brother’s il­ 
lness. If so. he would again 
need careful supervision, not 
only for the isoniazid tre a t­ 
ment but also of his progress 
in overcoming the disease My 
guess is that your brother 
does not have tuberculosis If 
he did I am sure the doctors in 
the Soviet Union would have 
treated him quite differently 
The soreness is no doubt 
from the pleurisy reaction and 
pleuritic pain is associated 
with muscle spasms involving 
the sm all muscles between 
the ribs 
Binding the chest 
som etim es gives relief by 
preventing movement of the 
muscles 
Heat 
applications 
may also help 
The proper 
treatm ent, however, depends 
entirely upon what the un­ 
derlying cause of fluid in the 
chest really is. 
I am skeptical that there 
are any medicines we have 
here that are not available in 
the Soviet Union Rem em ber, 
the Soviet doctors can get 
m ed ical 
in fo rm atio n 
and 
medicines from most coun­ 
tries in the world and we have 
a fairly free flow of medical 
information worldwide 
To give you a better idea of 
how the lungs work I am sen­ 
ding you The Health Letter 
num ber 2-4, Keeping Your 
Lungs Fit. Others who want 
this information can send 50 
cents with a long, stamped, 
self-addressed envelope for it 
Just send your letter to me in 
care of this newspaper.

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — It is now learned that most of 
the advice the nation's scientists have been giving the White 
House and Congress these past two years on solving the 
energy crunch has been so wildly contradictory and im prac­ 
tical .t has been either impossible for anyone to come up with 
a workable program 
This in considerable m easure is the reason we are today 
even more dangerously dependent on oil from the petroleum 
monopoly than at the tim e of the worldwide boycott 
and 
why, energywise. we are living on borrowed time 
For one. scientists could not agree on priorities And thus it 
now appears that we may be throwing most of our research 
inonev into the wrong channels, and strangling areas of the 
greatest promise 
As one example, technical men working on pure theory saw 
in coal a relatively quick substitute for oil in a variety of 
operations The U S. has coal in abundance Coal liquefaction 
and shale oil were the talk of scientific conferences Never 
mind that coal producers said that practical production 
problems and high costs would m ake shale and liquefaction at 
com petitive rates a long tim e in coming 
The scientists too. in their enthusiasm for coal, have only 
recently begun to consider just how great may be the en 
vironmenta! problems associated with a m ajor increase in 
coal output — and the costs involved in ameliorating dam age 
to Jie environment in large scale strip mining 
Today also, the scientists are beginning to find unexpected 
problems associated with all other m ajor roads to greater 
energy self-sufficiency — whether it be nuclear fission or fu­ 
sion, breeder or non breeder, geotherm al, solar All, including 
solar power, may create unwanted changes in the environ 
ment, the scientists now say 
It now appears we may well run seriously short of energy 
worldwide before we solve the social-environmental and com ­ 
m ercial problems necessary to expand alternate sources, such 
as coal, and to develop new sources such as breeder reac tors 
and solar energy, on a scale sufficiently large to m eet our 
energy needs 
In the long run, the problem s undoubtedly can be solved, 
though at considerably higher cost than energy today But the 
social, environmental, political and engineering adjustm ents, 
and the consequent delays, will mean that sometime in the in­ 
terim period - that is. in the next 30 to 40 years - there may 
be a most serious energy shortage worldwide 
The only way to make ends m eet, a growing number of 
scientists now say, will be through the rapid development and 
adoption of much more efficient means of using energy and 
adjusting our needs so that we don't increase our energy re­ 
quirem ents at the fast pace of the recent past 
Yet just a year ago, a prom inent government engineer was 
all but laughed off the platform by the chairm an at a m ajor 
scientific meeting for suggesting just this approach 
The problem here, as in economics, is that the scientists too 
often live in a world of their own The politicans also And the 
producers And those working on environmental protection 
Each develops a program to protect or promote what their 
particular group believes in. independent of the others The 
program s don't mesh The groups end up in conflict 
The truth is. of course, we need in government, and in 
private society, more team s which include a variety of 
legitim ate interests, team s that will work together to develop 
program s all of us can live with

Q. — I read in a furniture fin­ 
ishing book that ordinary latex 
wall paint could be used on un­ 
finished furniture. It said fur­ 
ther that it would gain durabil­ 
ity if a coat of clear lacquer 
were applied over the paint 
after it had dried. The furniture 
looked pretty good after I put 
on the paint, but now that the 
lacquer is on, it has a kind of 
wrinkly appearance. What did I 
do wrong? 
A. — Nothing wrong with the 
advice about using wall paint 
on unfinished furniture, but are 
you sure the writer said to ap­ 
ply lacquer over the paint? In 
most cases, the lacquer thinner 
in the lacquer acts as a solvent 
on the paint and that is prob­ 
ably what happened in this in­ 
stance. I suggest removing ev­ 
erything with a paint remover 
and starting over again. My 
own inclination would be to for­ 
get about the wall paint if it is 
to be used on a surface that 
must withstand constant clean­ 
ings, such as a tabletop. If you 
want to use a pigmented coat­ 
ing for that purpose, try an 
enamel. 


rear of the house. A friend of 
ours, who lives in another 
state, says it is against the law 
to make an addition to the side 
or front. Is this so? 


A. — The regulations govern­ 
ing add-ons usually are formu­ 
lated by communities rather 
than states. It might be all 
right to add a room to the side 
or front of a house in one area 
and against the building code in 
the 
adjoining 
community. 
You’ll have to check with local 
authorities. If you have already 
selected a contractor, he will 
know, since he cannot obtain a 
permit for construction that 
conflicts with the local code. 
There is something else to 
considec, though, no matter 
what the regulations say. 
Generally, an addition to the 
front or side of a house will have 
a negative effect on the ap­ 
pearance of a house, whereas 
one in the rear will not. There 
are exceptions to this, so if your 
code permits a side or front 
addition, see if you can find a 
house that has had work of this 
type done to get an idea of how it 
will look. 


Q. — You recently told some­ 
one how to insulate a cold wa­ 
ter pipe to prevent it from 
dripping in periods of high hu­ 
midity. Can the insulation also 
be used on hot water pipes? 
A. — Yes. Be sure the type 
you purchase is intended for 
use on hot water pipes. The 
benefit on such pipes is that it 
cuts down on heat losses. 


Q. — I want to repair a brick 
wall that is showing signs of 
wear. Can you tell me what is 
meant by a weathered joint and 
how to make it? 
A. — A weathered joint appli­ 
es to a sloped finish of the mor­ 
tar between the bricks. Using a 
“pointing” trowel (an ordinary 
metal trowel that comes to a 
point), slide it along the still- 
moist mortar so that the bot­ 
tom of the joint is even with 
the lower brick. This will leave 
a slight slope in the mortar at 
the top of the joint. 


Q. — We want to add a room 
to our house, having some of 
the work done by a contractor 
and doing some ourselves. We 
haven’t decided yet whether to 
add this room to the side or the
